‘TA-RA, THEN...’ 


Paul Gambaccini pays tribute to the man 


who revolutionised the sound of British radio 


Veteran broadcaster Paul 
Gambaccini was among the 
first to spot the talent of Steve 
Wright, who would become 
his friend and colleague. More 
than 40 years ago, Gambac- 
cini used his column in Radio Times to tell read- 
ers, “Steve Wright is likely to be one of [BBC 
Radio's] big names in the 80s, so you should get 
to know him before seven million others do.” 

“I was instantly captivated by Steve, because 
of what tens of millions would go on to hear in 
the coming years,” says Gambaccini. “With very 
little resources, he was creating an entire world 
—aworld of optimism, humour and sunlight. He 
illuminated the lives of generations.” 

It was as if Wright created a club, says 
Gambaccini, and all you had to do to join was 
listen. “And if you were in this club, you had a 
one-to-one relationship with Steve Wright.” 

“Wrighty” did what all the greats did, accord- 
ing to his fellow broadcaster: “Go with what

you've got”. He didn’t try to be a music expert 
but he had an intuitive knowledge of radio, the 
medium he would dominate with unassuming 
mastery for more than four decades. 

According to Gambaccini, after he was hired 
by Radio 1, Wright would often fly to the United 
States for the weekend, book a hotel or drive 
around, simply to sample different radio shows 
and pick up ideas. The DJ was excited by the 
“zoo format’, in which the presenter is joined in 
the studio by sidekicks and co-hosts. Wright was 
the first to introduce it to British schedules, even 
creating fictional on-air partners and comedy 
characters, including Gervais the hairdresser 
and Mr Angry. 

Many of our best-loved broadcasters owe a 
debt to Wright for the radio revolution he 
launched, as they have been quick to acknowl- 
edge. “Greg James of Radio 1 said that without 
Steve Wright there would be no Greg James 
Show, nor many of the breakfast shows that 
came before it,’ Gambaccini says. 

Wright’s effortless style belied meticulous 
presentation. He was very good technically, 


according to Gambaccini. “There are people 
like Steve and Noel Edmonds who were very 
good at making it all look spontaneous. Both 
of them were geniuses of timing, of putting a 
show together for maximum impact.” 

A former controller of Radio 2, Jim Moir, 
who brought Wright to the station, used to 
say of another presenter, “He thinks about his 
show the moment his arse hits the seat.” By 
contrast, Wright would come in hours before 
his programme every day to prepare it. “He 
was putting in a nine-to-five day for a three- 
hour show,’ says Gambaccini. 

“Like Kenny Everett, whom Steve greatly 
admired, he treated the studio like an instru- 
ment. Most of us just tolerated it, but Steve 
would come in with piles of tape cartridges — the 
cutting-edge audio technology of the day — and 
they were full of voices, jingles, musical 
passages... Watching him in the studio was like 
looking at an octopus, he was arms, arms, arms!” 

The two DJs had dinner together from time to 
time. “He would invite me to the RAC Club in 
London,” recalls Gambaccini. “In fact, the last 
time I spoke to him, a few days before his death, 
he was on the steps of the club and I warned him 
not to get soaked in the rain.” 


FTER IT EMERGED that his Radio 2 

weekday afternoon Big Show was 

coming to an end, Wright confided in 

his friend. He left the show in 2022 but 
continued to present his Sunday Love Songs 
programme. “Steve was disappointed when, to 
his personal surprise, he was cut off in his 
ratings prime,” says Gambaccini. “He was 
incredulous from the perspective that he was 
still doing the job. But what he hadn't antici- 
pated was that the station wanted different 
listeners.” The two presenters discussed reports 
that the BBC is planning new digital stations, 
including a spin-off channel for Radio 2 listen- 
ers who want to hear the hits of the 50s, 60s and 
70s. “We were the only two people mentioned in 
the press release so we thought, let’s check in 
with each other. Now Steve will never find out 
what was intended.” 

Gambaccini says the best tribute to his old 
friend is that he made the lives of many other 
people better. “Think about that - millions of 
people every year, for 44 years. He had one of 
the biggest radio audiences in history. This 
wasn't the death of a star — it was the death of a 
giant.” STEPHEN SMITH

Why don't we talk about the 
death of three million people in 
India in 1943, asks Kavita Puri 


IN THE MIDDLE of the Second 

World War in the dying days 

of Empire at least three 

million Indians, who were 

British subjects, died because 

of starvation or disease linked 
to malnutrition. It’s one of the largest losses of 
civilian lives on the Allied side, yet it’s not well 
known in Britain. There is no memorial, 
museum or even a plaque anywhere in the world 
to the victims of the Bengal Famine of 1943. 
How can three million people disappear from 
public memory? 

For the past year I’ve been gathering first- 
hand accounts and scouring archives around the 
world for testimonies to piece together what 
happened. More than 80 years after the human- 
itarian catastrophe, few survivors are left, and 
there’s a huge urgency in collecting these stories

before it’s too late. When I’ve met 
eye-witnesses, it’s clear, even after all 
these years, they’ve never forgotten the 
devastating scenes of emaciated 
people, of death on the streets of 
Calcutta, the vultures picking at 
people who were barely alive. 
Much debate has focused on 
the many complex causes. Life 
was already hard for millions of 
rural Bengalis. After the Japa- 
nese attacked Pearl Harbor, they 
swept through South East Asia 
and were perilously close to the 
Indian border. Once Burma fell,

imported into Bengal. Wartime inflation was 
rife, and the price of rice soon became out of 
reach for many. The so-called colonial denial 
policy saw surplus rice and boats from villages 
near the Bengal Delta confiscated to prevent the 
Japanese advancing further into British India, 
should they invade. 

This strained the already fragile local econ- 
omy. Rice was hoarded, often for profit, and a 
cyclone hit one of the main rice-producing 
districts in Bengal, with crop disease destroying 
much of the rest. And on top of that hundreds of 
thousands of British and American soldiers were 
in Calcutta to fight on the Asian front. They, 
along with all the workers who arrived to work 
in the wartime industries, needed feeding. So 

rice supplies were put under huge pressure. 

But it’s the role of wartime PM Winston 
Churchill that’s at the heart of the contro- 
versy, and whether he could have done 
more to alleviate the crisis. There are 

questions over whether his views on 
Y 4 Indians - documented particularly 
by his Secretary of State for India

from the time - affected his 
response to the famine. Discus- 
sion centres on whether he and 
the war cabinet could have 
released more shipping, in the 
middle of the war, when they 
were fighting on many fronts, to 
‘send food aid. It’s an incendiary 


debate. Type the words “Bengal famine” into 
social media and you'll see what I mean. 

But while people argue over the causes, and 
Churchill’s response — which are important and 
necessary to explore — it has obscured discussion 
of the three million that died. Three million. Just 
think about that number. It’s this story of the 
human experience that I wanted to recover. I 
heard extraordinary accounts of surviving the 
worst, horror at what was unfolding in Bengal, 
and individual acts of generosity as well as cour- 
age. It’s a difficult listen, and an aspect of our 
wartime story that should be better known. 


oral histories of British South Asians in the 

postwar years in Radio 4’s Three Pounds in 
My Pocket, as well as the witnesses in Britain to 
the devastating aftermath of the partition of 
British India in Partition Voices. This, by far, has 
been the hardest series to make: not only is the 
subject so fraught but, after 80 years, the 
wartime generation is diminishing, and those 
personal testimonies will soon no longer be able 
to be recorded. But these stories from the Bengal 
famine, whether we like it or not, are part of 
British history, and our war story too. We should 
be able to discuss it in a civilised way, so the 
memory of the three million doesn’t disappear.

Sir Rod Stewart and Jools Holland on the 
power of performing, the perils of TV talent 
shows - and why the slow death of Britain’s 
pubs is a disaster for music

N THE SET of The One Show, the 

evening’s first sofa-surfers are 

visions in sharp-suited geometry.

Stewart and Holland are in the central London 
television studios on the promotional trail in sup- 
port of their first album together. Swing Fever is a 
collection of covers of swing-era classics, sung by > 
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<1] Stewart and recorded with the 
Later... with Jools Holland present- 
er’s 18-piece live band. There's no 
musical performance for the BBC 
early-evening programme - the 
duo save that for an appearance 
on Jimmy Fallon’s chat show in 
New York four days later where, 
dressed in pretty much the same 
clobber, they perform Almost like 
Being in Love. 

That Lerner and Loewe show 
tune, composed for the original 
1947 Broadway production of 
Brigadoon and sung in the 1954 
film by Gene Kelly, is typical of the 
13 tracks on the album. “It was 
music we were brought up on, 
wasn’t it?” says Stewart, 79, to 
fellow Londoner Holland, 66. 

Lullaby of Broadway is another 
example. Plucked from the Busby 
Berkeley musical Gold Diggers of 
1935, the Oscar-winning song orig- 
inally featured what Holland char- 
acterises as “500 tap dancers”. But 
when the boogie-woogie piano man suggested 
they could fake that effect in the recording stu- 
dio, Stewart was having none of it. So, the singer 
put out a call for “two-dozen tap dancers, please”.

third wife Penny Lancaster - where, I know 
from a previous visit, there’s easily enough room 
to swing a cat, or a troupe of tappers — the pair 
gathered the dancers, put mics on their feet and 
recorded the perfect percussive accompaniment. 

Shortly before their teatime appearance 
on The One Show, Stewart and Holland are 
in their dressing room. Avoiding talk of the 
model railway obsession that also bonds the 
pair (I said I didn’t want them derailed or side- 
tracked), I ask Sir Rod about the genesis of this 
record, his 32nd album: “Td already started mak- 
ing a swing album, but it didn’t turn out how I 
wanted it. It was more Frank Sinatra than it 
was Louis Prima, let’s say... 

“Nothing wrong with Frank at all, he’s the 
greatest. But the arrangements were very, 
very polite,’ Stewart explains of a project that 
he originally began in Los Angeles with a 
crack bunch of musicians. “I could see while 
I was there [in the studio] the guys reading 
the music. And that’s not how I wanted it. 
It’s OK to read the music. But it was stale,

and it was white, to be quite honest with you. So 
I said to myself: now, who can I turn to? And the 
Right Honourable Jools Holland OBE came up. 
And Jools will take it from there...” 

“Yes, so,” nods Holland, already smoothly 
slotted into the sidekick role, “my side of the 
story is: the phone rings just before Christmas 
about three years ago. This voice on other end - 
and I’d met Rod a couple of times — goes: ‘Allo 
mate, it’s Rod Stewart here. Ringing to wish you 
a happy Christmas. Do you want to do a record 
next year?’ 

“Within a millisecond I said, ‘Yeah, great. See 
you next year!’ Put the phone down and thought, 
‘Did that really happen?” 

“You asked your wife, didn’t you?” Stewart 
says. Then adds, impersonating Holland’s wife,

“You silly old sod! You're hallucinating!” 

“Yeah! ‘Have a nice lie down!’” laughs 
Holland. “But what Rod’s saying is that he 
wanted it to sound a bit rough around the edges. 
Well, you’ve come to the right bloke...” 

Sixty years ago this year, a 19-year-old Rod 
joined the band of British bluesman Long John 
Baldry - a hard-gigging musician who, a couple 
of years later, would also provide an early berth 
for a young, bespectacled keyboard player 
named Reg Dwight. 

Stewart recalls those years of apprenticeship 
like they were yesterday but laments, “There’s no 
pub rock any more, so it must be so difficult for 
up-and-coming bands to get good live exposure. 
Yeah, you can post your videos and see what 
happens. But most bands have come up that 
way, whether it’s the Stones, the Yardbirds... 
everyone's come up through what I call the 
apprenticeship, playing in pubs. I did it. You did 
it Lhe nods at Holland].” 


S WELL AS that traditional live 

pub music scene slowly disap- 

pearing with the demise of the 

British boozer, so are the music 
TV talent shows that also had their time 
discovering acts from Harry Styles to 
James Arthur - although its less easy to 
imagine Stewart or Elton John appear- 
ing on one of those. 

“I never watched them,’ confirms Stew- 
art. “Some great artists have come out of 
those shows, but I think they’ve also 
destroyed lives. People got so far, then they 
just got pushed out the door and their 15 
minutes of fame was over.” 

As a father of musical kids, Stewart keeps an 

eye out for up-and-coming talent and how > 
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<| they break through. His 

daughter Ruby (with American 

former model Kelly Emberg - the fourth of 
Stewart's eight children) — is a singer but, he’s 
told me in the past, has complained about not 
receiving enough airtime for her latest EP. He 
explains: “But I said: “The thing is, Rube, there's 
so much great music that’s come before us, 
before you, that people still want to hear. So that 
cuts down your time. And it goes on and on and 
on. The amount of music out there!” 

When I start to suggest that, of late, we haven't 
seen any standout British talent like Amy Wine- 
house and Adele, Stewart interjects, recalling an 
artist with whom he shared a stage on Holland’s 
New Year's Eve show. “Hold on, I disagree. There 
was a young lady on the Hootenanny called 
Raye. She, I think, is the new Amy Winehouse,” 
he says of the 26-year-old Londoner who’s nomi- 
nated for a record-breaking seven Brit Awards at 
next month’s ceremony. “The talent is always 
going to come through. Good talent will always 
rise to the top. And as long as Jools has his show, 
that’s where the talent is gonna be.” 


TEWART, HAS ALSO told me in past inter- 

views that he doesn’t watch much TV at 

all - apart from the news. Has that 

changed or is that still the case, with the 
news being so depressing? 

“Dunno *bout you but when I first had a televi- 
sion it was two channels and two knobs, volume 
and treble, and that was it. But I’m old! 

“The news doesn’t depress me, to be honest. 
Everything interests me around the world when 
it comes to politics. But I’m going to take a note 
out of Jools’s book, because he listens to music 
while he’s working on his trains, so I’m gonna do 
that, too. Because normally I watch Sky on a big 
television, then I turn over to CNN, the BBC. I 


go backwards and forwards on 
all the channels for the news. 


“One great thing about this country,” he 
continues, “unlike America: our TV channels are 
all neutral. And they tell the truth. They don’t in 
America. CNN is anti-Trump, Fox is pro-Trump 
— or, it was, I don’t know where it stands now.” 

Television news, of course, will be even more 
important in this year of general elections on 
both sides of the Atlantic. Stewart has, rather 
admirably, been stirred to action by broken Brit- 
ain, personally filling in potholes in Essex roads 
and paying for NHS patients’ MRI scans. Do we

need a change of government to fix these things? 

“Yes. Without a doubt,” the singer fires back 
firmly. “We're screaming for a third party. This is 
what America wants, too. You've only got Trump 
again over there. Biden is too old to defend 
himself. Trump will kill him - I mean, verbally 
kill him - when they come up against each other 
[in debates]. But, yeah, let’s give the Labour 
Party a chance. We've had three Prime Ministers 
that the people haven't voted for. That’s totally 
wrong.” 

In 2024, both Stewart and Holland will be busy 
with their own campaigning. There are a hand- 
ful of joint shows in support of Swing Fever, but 
thereafter both are “touring all of this year, more 
or less”, says Stewart. Do they have any pre-tour 
rituals for keeping those pipes in shape? 

“Once the tour starts, obviously they're going 


to get fatigued. So, what they need is tons and 
tons of water. And if I do two or three gigs on the 
trot, I have to have a day’s rest with no talking — 
it’s called voice rest. I stay in my room. 

“I also warm the vocal cords up, and I warm 
them down. I’m religious about it. Didn’t used to 
when I was in my 20s. Could stay out all night 
and still sing. But not any more. It’s like being 
an athlete. The vocal cords are a muscle in your 
throat. They need to be stretched, watered, 
warmed up, warmed down, rested, eat the 
right food...” 

Holland laughs, adding, “He hasn’t eaten the 
right food today — he’s been on a 24-hour fast!” 

“Yeah, but I broke it with a sandwich,’ Stewart 
explains, sounding a little disappointed in 
himself. “I’m cleansing. I also did nine 70-yard 
sprints. That’s my regime! It’s for my football, 
I still love it” 

Which prompts my final question for them 
both. What keeps them - family men, cancer 
survivors, each with a few bob, retirements well 
and truly earned — on the road? 

“It’s just an amazing thing,” says Holland. 
“Somebody said to me the other day: “You work 
at lot’ Well, I’ve never really worked since 
about 1977.” 

“Yeah, I don’t consider it work,” agrees Stew- 
art. “It’s the love of the music. Purely the love of 
getting up on stage. It’s the greatest high you 
could ever have. To send home 15,000 people 
with smiles on their faces — you can’t beat that.” 


Sir Rod Stewart and Jools Holland will be performing 
(a song, not ice skating!) on Dancing on Ice on Sunday 
25 February at 6.30pm on ITV1. The album Swing Fever 
is released on Friday 23 February on Warner Music.

Where are you at the moment? 
At home in London. There are 
many places I want to be - Sudan, 
Ukraine, Ethiopia, especially Gaza, 
but the Israeli authorities won't 
allow foreign journalists there. 
Access is an increasing problem. 
Governments deny us visas or 
don’t let us go where we need to be. 


You were in Ukraine when Russia 
invaded. What are your memories? 
Near the start I met Olha, a young 
woman I’ve stayed in touch with. 
The apartment block next to hers 
was hit by one of the first Russian 
missiles in Kyiv. Olha said she was 
staying because it was important to 
stand up to Putin. That bravery to 
just get on with your life is shared 
by so many Ukrainians. 


Is the British media right to focus 
on the Ukrainian perspective? 
We can’t tell the story from the 


<sfri ramen taier er Te YOU 
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Russian point of view because they 
won't give us a visa. It’s not bias to 
tell the truth - that Russia invaded 
Ukraine. But it’s valid to ask 
whether investigative journalists 
should look more at the corruption 
issue in the Ukrainian government. 


Donald Trump says that if he 
were US president he could 

end the war in 24 hours... 

My understanding is he would let 
Russia keep the 20 per cent of 
Ukraine they have occupied. It 
would be disastrous for Ukraine. 
Putin is clearly trying to hold the 
line in the hope of a Trump win, 
which is a win for Putin. 


Is a third world war a possibility? 
I don’t think any of the parties in 
the Middle East or Ukraine want 
it. The danger is in a mistake; a 
large number of people killed by 
something going astray, or Russia 
hitting a Nato country, on purpose 
or by mistake. That doesn’t seem 
near to me, but never count it out. 


Are there more women war 
correspondents now? 

They’re not a newly discovered 
species - think of Lee Miller, 
Martha Gellhorn and Virginia 
Cowles. To cover conflict, you need 
curiosity about how human beings 
behave in extreme situations, and 
calm determination to find out 
what's really going on. In television 
you need to understand the value 
of a team - youre not a lone wolf 
on a crusade for the truth. I want 
to be where history is happening. 


How do you try to switch off? 

I always carry a book of poetry - 
for me, it’s an important part of 
reflecting on events. And I spend 
hours pootling around my very 
small garden. I could win a prize at 
the Chelsea Flower Show for the 
largest amount of money spent on 
the smallest space! I grow very 
colourful flowers. My aim is beauty. 


The dangers of the job are real — 
the UN says that since 7 October 
2023, 122 journalists and media 
workers have died in Gaza... 

The journalists there are exposed 
to a level of danger I have never 
experienced. Nowhere is safe. Their 
bravery is unbelievable, to carry on 
reporting. You calculate the risk, 
whether it’s worth the reward. 

It’s never straightforward. >

A healthy amount of anxiety, 
experience and instinct may keep 
you alive, but it has tipped over into 
unhealthy anxiety sometimes.

Perhaps, but the woman seemed, to this 
viewer anyway, to be just the latest of those 
who've fallen for the full Monty package: the 
greying curls, the knocked-about corduroy trou- 
sers and the roguish braces. “It’s a combination 
of the internet and Netflix,’ Don, 68, says of his 
present fame. “I used to be able to go almost 
anywhere and be a private citizen. Now, in Tokyo, 
in Barcelona, in Kansas, somebody knows who 
you are.” And what do they say? “Most people 
say, ‘Hey, where’s your dog?” Nell the golden 
retriever joined Don’s previous hounds digging 
up the big lawn in the sky last October, but Ned, 
another retriever, and yorkshire terrier Patti are 
still here, and the television career thunders on. 

That career began in 1989. His jewellery busi- 
ness with wife Sarah Erskine was going bust, 
and, facing bankruptcy, he began offering 
gardening tips on This Morning because he 
needed the £100 appearance fee.

Monty Don’s Spanish Gardens

The British may love their gardens, 
but the Spanish know how to 
enjoy one, says Monty Don.

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<j alpha-male status on Gardeners’ World, regu- 
lar, lavish BBC travelogues — Spanish Gardens 
follows previous trips to Italy, the Adriatic, the 
US, Japan, France, and other locations around 
the world - and Amazon Prime streams his 
2014-17 garden makeover show Big Dreams, 
Small Places. Don squats, braces allowing, at 
the head of British horticultural television, a 
dominance acknowledged with an upper- 
middle-class diffidence that suggests it’s as 
much a surprise to him as it is to us. 

In his latest journey, Don covers 4,000 Iberian 
kilometres over three episodes. Starting in 
Madrid and then Valencia, he sweeps south 
through Andalusia before traversing the coun- 
try’s green north and then ducking down into 
Catalonia. He finds a 
Spain full of gardens large 
and small, some lush, 
others necessarily 
water-limited, one or two 
delightfully strange. They 
range from baroque 
masterpieces that have 
been in one aristocratic 
family for centuries to a 
contemporary garden 
themed around an egg. 

“We are a nation of 
garden nerds,” he says, 
“but we love gardening, 
almost despite the end 
result. In Spain, you 
garden in order to make 
a garden and I think there 
is a subtle difference 
there. Sometimes a little 
bit less gardening and a 
bit more garden might be 
better.” I think I know 
what he means, though I might just be intoxi- 
cated by the fruity accent that, over 34 years of 
broadcasting, has set so many trowels trembling. 


ESPITE THE gardening-women’s-crum- 

pet barbs and a degree of class resent- 

ment against posh boys for whom the 

grass really is always greener (and we'll 
get to grass presently), Don has a personal 
history that’s slightly more nuanced than the 
privileged public image. The son of an Army 
officer, one of five siblings, he disliked his public 
school (Malvern College) intensely and went, for 
a while, to a state comprehensive in Hampshire 
before reading English at Cambridge. 

Relations with his father, who suffered PTSD 
after his wartime experiences, were fraught, but 
Don, born a service child in Germany, has the 
good officer's ability to step out of his social class 
without appearing condescending. In Barcelona, 
as well as the enthusiastic florist, Don meets 
a 100-year-old man who grows food crops on his 
roof, a habit his family developed during the 
famine caused by the Civil War. This is a gardener 
for whom growing even a single tomato is a very

serious business. “He didn’t speak a word of 
English and my Spanish is terrible, but we really 
connected,” says Don. “In a funny way, we spoke 
the same language. That happens over and over 
again. You just know that this is a really signifi- 
cant meeting.” And does he like that? “By 
connecting with other people you become a 
bigger, better person.” 

Becoming a bigger, better person has been, at 
times, an uphill struggle for Don. He has talked 
before of the mental health issues that at one 
point caused an exasperated Erskine to say she’d 
leave home with their then young children, 
Adam, Freya and Thomas, unless he got help. 
Speaking to the BBC in 2020, he said, “I have, 
for many years, suffered from depression, which 
comes and goes but tends to be something that 
is worse in the winter.”

Don is speaking at 
home in Herefordshire 
where, since 1991, he has 
created the garden he 
calls Longmeadow and 
where, as he has written, 
“spring comes slowly”. 
I ask him how he feels 
today, deep in winter, and 
he says, “I’m fine. ’m 
good.” From the outside, 
he appears to have been 
helped by the gardens he 
spends his time in, healed 
by them even, but he 
claims it’s not quite that 
simple. “I wouldn't say I 
have been healed. I’d say 
I am being healed. It’s an 
ongoing process.” 
Gardens, then, are where Don finds himself 
but also where he finds other people on often 
similar journeys of self-realisation. “I don’t do 
the shows just to understand the garden,” he 
says. “I do them to understand the gardener. In 
the end, people are what really interests me.” 


N THE SERIES he encounters a pony-tailed, 

bear-like Basque who designed and planted 

a tropical garden as his marriage failed, 

creating a contemporary Eden that now 
lacks an Eve. “His relationship went disastrously 
wrong, that garden was created entirely out of 
the trauma of his life. The point is, all gardens 
are made by people and, in the end, people are 
more interesting than plants. That is my abso- 
lute starting and finishing point.” 

Last year, Don told Times Radio that “the 
logical thing to do is give up Gardeners’ World”. 
So it’s not surprising that he’s perpetually 
rumoured to be about to leave a show (and he 
did leave for a while in 2008 after he had a 
minor stroke) where he potters around Long- 
meadow giving tips on seasonal jobs. It must 
seem pallid in comparison to the human > 
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> interest and drama he 
encounters on the trave- 
logues. “They are very 
different - it’s apples and 
oranges,” he says. “In the 
end, I’m a gardener and 
my life is lived in my 
garden. To share that 
through the medium of 
Gardeners’ World is not 
only a privilege, it’s also 
completely central to who 
I am and what I do.” 


s I’m DISCOVERING, Don is inclined to 

be contemplative. That, he might 

argue, is the point of gardening, 

thinking about the big things, making 
connections with other people, places and, 
through them, with history. Spain, where a 
Moorish caliphate covered much of the country 
for centuries, allows him to do that. In Majorca 
he finds “a system of gathering water that goes 
back to the tenth and the 11th century, still being 
used!” In Barcelona he visits a Catholic monas- 
tery garden that is entirely pre-Columbian - 
everything is planted as it would have been 
before the discovery of America in 1492. “It’s the 
same plants, the same smell, the same tastes 
experienced by the people who built those build- 
ings,” he enthuses. “It puts what we do into a 
historical context, which, God knows, we need. 
We should stop being so absolutist about 
everything. There are lots of different ways of 
doing things and your own way is probably not 
the best.” 

But don’t the British have a reputation for 
thinking their way of doing things is intrinsically 
better than anyone else’s? Insularity thrives in 
our gardens, each of us inhabiting our own little 
nation as we dead-head the geraniums. “The 
idea of a superior culture is based on ignorance, 
on not knowing about other cultures. They say 
an Englishman's home is his castle. I find an 
Englishman’s garden is his farm, or his inner 
landscape. Your garden or your allotment

plot is very personal, and I don’t necessarily 
think that’s wrong, but if you then extrapo- 
late that British gardens are better than any 
other gardens because they're British, clearly 
that’s nonsense. 

“T think any kind of little Englander [atti- 
tude] or little anything, is reductive — and life 
is impoverished as a result. But in all my 
years of doing Gardeners’ World and seeing 
other gardens in Britain, I think it’s a minority 
[who feel that way]. The younger generation

coming through are very generous in their atti- 
tudes and approaches.” 

That younger, generous generation could well 
be attracted to a series that touches on the legacy 
of Spain’s still bitterly divisive Civil War, its lost 
Islamic culture and the climate emergency that 
is presently burning up Iberia. The Spanish live 
in a parched country adapting to extreme 
climate events that are very possibly heading 
our way. “We were filming in Seville in April, 
and it was 42 degrees,” he notes. “When it was 
42 degrees in the UK a summer and a half ago, it 
was a kind of national emergency.” 

It’s something, Don says, that we should get 
better at dealing with. “The only thing that’s 
certain is it’s getting warmer, but the actual 
weather events, other than being more extreme, 
are variable.” Is the typical English garden 
doomed? “We will grow a lawn and do 
everything we can to try to keep it going,” he 


says. “And it may well be 
that lawns will survive, but 
sometimes you just have to 
adapt and the downside is 
it could well be more artifi- 
cial grass, which I have to 
say I’m no fan of,” 

In Andalusia Don finds 
car parks that have been 
turned into gardens; in 
Santander ancient 
wetlands have been 
brought back to life. Visit- 
ing Valencia he hears how 
plans for a motorway into the city centre were 
swapped instead for a linear park. “It was a sort 
of public uprising. People said, ‘No, we abso- 
lutely don’t want that. We want a green space. 
The motorway was scrapped and they made 
this extraordinary, fantastic park. Now Valencia 
is saying, ‘Right, we want to be the greenest city 
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in Europe. 


O WHY CAN'T we do projects of that ambi- 
tion here? “In Spain they are regional 
projects. Here, it would be like Newcastle 
or Manchester deciding to do some- 
thing.” Should we decentralise, then, to save 
ourselves? “I’m all for regional devolution in this 
country. Instead of everything being controlled 
from London, you would have, in Cornwall, 
Cornish ways of managing their coasts or their 
railways or their environment. Surely, it’s so 
much better to have local authorities dealing 
with their rivers rather than some kind of 
central authority which doesn’t seem to work.” 
Until our rivers run clean again, we'll just 
have to make the best of it but that, says Don, 
also means change. “You have to adapt your 
planting to the conditions. The mistake that we 
make as British gardeners is we go to great 
lengths to grow things despite the disadvan- 
tages. We will be very proud of the fact we grew 
an ericaceous plant in soil that isn’t suitable, or a 
tender plant when it gets cold. What the Span- 
ish are saying is, that’s crazy, because you're 
going to lose that battle. Focus on what will do 
well and then make it look good. As a result, the 
Spanish have a smaller range of plants, but 
some wonderful gardens.” 
Some of those gardens touch upon the 
sublime, moving horticulture in a heavenly 
direction. In them we see Don at his most 
monkish, wandering silently through a Basque 
rainforest or a Moorish water garden, appar- 
ently transfixed by their beauty. “I don’t prac- 
tise religion, although I was brought up 
quite a strict C of E, but I have a very 
profound spiritual sense of connection 
with gardens and with the natural 
world,” he says. “We talk a lot today 
about physical and mental well- 
~?*) being; I think there's also spiritual 
™\ wellbeing.” And you get that in 
* gardens? “I get that completely.’ 
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HE COMEDIAN Rosie JONES has 

entered the building. She arrives in 

a cluster of bags and scarves and 

headphones, chatting to everyone 

en route, then fills the huge confer- 

ence room where we're doing our 
interview with her energy. 

It’s hard not to be swept along with her 
infectious laughter. The sheer joy of Jones is 
the reason she has been ubiquitous on televi- 
sion over the past year, appearing on quiz 
panels, stand-up shows, documentaries and 
even an episode of Call the Midwife. 

“Sorry about that!” she jokes. “I do wake up 
every day and think, ‘God, people are paying 
me to make jokes. Have I slept in the last six 
years?’ No. But doing a job I love every day 
and having a positive influence is a dream 
come true. And I'd like more of the same, so 
Pll say sorry now for being on your TV a lot 
again this year.” 

And what a year it’s likely to be as Jones will 
host her own panel show, Out of Order, the 
first presenter with cerebral palsy to do so. 
She will be joined by team captains Katherine 
Ryan and Judi Love, alongside other comedi- 
ans who have to order members of the public 
in a line-up in response to questions such as 
“Who has been married the most?”. 

Despite having become a stalwart of our 
screens, and with more exposure ahead,

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Jones maintains that she is exactly how 
she appears on TV. “If you think you 
know me, you do” - but after sitting with 
her for more than an hour, I beg to differ. 
Her comedy persona is cheeky, cheerful 
and a bit rude, and there is plenty of 
evidence of that today with a chat 
peppered with swear words and gags (I say 
I want to talk to her about her life and “how 
she got here” to which she replies with a 
cackle, “I got here on the train”). 

But there is also a serious brain ticking 
away, a burning ambition and deep under- 
standing of her industry, as well as a keenness 
to unapologetically discuss the dark times of 
her life. Jones, 33, didn’t breathe 
for the first 17 minutes 
after she was born 


and as a result has ataxic cerebral 


palsy, a condition that causes muscle weak- 
ness and slow speech. 

She grew up in Bridlington, East Yorkshire, 
with her “brilliant” parents Andrea and Rob, 
both teachers. “I can’t imagine what it must 
have been like at 26 years old, when your 
first-born is whooshed away, not breathing,” 
she says. “To get through those initial terrify- 

ing days, and then to have me. My parents 

didn’t know the extent of my disability 

until it played out. It only became clear 

when I missed the milestones of 

rolling over then sitting up. I 

didn’t get the cerebral palsy 
diagnosis until I was three. 

“Other than those physical 

problems my parents said 

they were never concerned 

about my intellect. Things 

like smiling, talking, playing 

games - I absolutely 

smashed those! The only 

times they were sad were 

at birthday parties 

when they could see 

me in relation to chil- 

dren my age. The 

other kids would be 

running around play- 

ing and I would be > 
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<I sitting in the corner with a bowl of baked 
beans, laughing to myself! Which is arguably the 
better place to be. 

“But my mum and dad never made me feel 
like disability was a bad thing. Sure, I couldn’t 
walk, but I'd be on the floor making them all 
laugh. I was always me.” 

Jones was bright, academic and enjoyed 
school but says that she “survived” more than 
she thrived, conscious that she was known as 
“the disabled one”. Her feeling of otherness was 
further cemented when she began to question 
her sexuality. 

“When I was growing up, a lesbian was a 
butch-presenting woman who was sporty 
and aggressive. A disabled person was a 
victim, vulnerable, asexual. Those were the 
images I was presented with. Even when I 
accepted I was gay, at university, I had no 
time to think about that: I was too busy 
working out how I could live independently 
and what a job would look like for me. 

“This is so dark,” she adds, “but growing 
up I was convinced I would die at 18 
because I never saw a disabled adult that I 
could relate to. I’d never seen anyone where 
I could go, ‘She’s cool, she lives inde- 
pendently, she’s in a normal, healthy, loving 
relationship. I thought I'd have a good 17 
years and then pop my clogs. 

“I nearly died as a baby, so all this is a 
bonus. If you were to say, ‘Rosie, bad news, 
you're going to die tomorrow I'd be a bit 
annoyed because I’ve got a lovely weekend in 
Brighton planned but, apart from missing out 
on some good fish and chips, I would honestly 
be fine with that.” 


FTER THE INITIAL surprise of “not being 
dead” at 18, Jones’s first step to inde- 
pendence was reading English at the 
University of Huddersfield. A drama 
teacher had advised her to study acting but she 
refused. “The acting world for a disabled actor 
was very slim. I didn’t want to study for three 
years to get the odd ‘Boohoo, I’m a little disabled 
lady’ role. If I studied English and wrote my own 
roles, I could have more control over my career.” 

In 2011, after graduating, she landed a place 
on Channel 4’s production trainee scheme, 
where she worked as a junior researcher, before 
taking a comedy writing course at the National 
Film and Television School. She began writing 
for shows such as Eight Out of Ten Cats Does 
Countdown, The Last Leg and Would I Lie to 
You? - and loved making people laugh. 

But while she had enjoyed watching comics 
like Victoria Wood and Billy Connolly as a child, 
she never even thought about being a stand-up 
because, “they were mainly white, straight, 
fast-talking, upper-class, non-disabled males. I 
could not be further from that”. But as her writ- 
ing career grew, Jones grew confident enough to 
try it and a new career was born. 

She reached the finals of the Funny Women 
awards in 2016 and has since appeared on pretty 
much every panel show going, as well as starring 
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in her own show, the Bafta-nominated Trip 
Hazard: My Great British Adventure, in which 
she travels the country with other celebrities. 
Last year she made her own documentary, 
Rosie Jones: Am I a R*tard?, in which she 
addressed the subject of ableism, citing the troll- 
ing and abuse she faces on a daily basis on social 
media and in the street. The makers of the show 
gave her access to a therapist, and she now has 
therapy regularly. It has been life-changing.

“T used to say, ‘Hello, I’m Rosie, I’m always 
happy, I love being disabled, I wouldn’t have it 
any other way, but through therapy I began to 
unlock something and realised that being disa- 
bled is s**t sometimes. Sometimes I wish I could 
walk down the street without feeling every single 
person glancing at me. I wish I could ring some- 
body without them patronising me. I wish 
I could go on a night out without fearing that I 
could wet myself. 

“I have internalised ableism and a reluctance 
to use mobility aids because if I use a wheelchair, 
I become more disabled. By being more honest 
about that, it’s almost like I’m opening the ward- 
robe to a monster and going, ‘Oh! It’s smaller 
than I thought it was.”

Earlier this year Jones gained a whole new 
league of fans with her performance in Call the 
Midwife. She played a pregnant character called 
Doreen, whose boyfriend was accused of molest- 
ing her due to a perceived notion that Doreen 
had no autonomy to have a sex life or become a 
mother due to her disability. 

Jones claps with happiness when I bring up 
the role. “That relates back to the world that I 
grew up in,” she says. “Just having the power to 
portray a disabled woman who is in a happy 
relationship felt so important. I didn’t see that 
when I was a teenager.” 


AKING THE HELM of Out of Order marks 

an incredible milestone for Jones, and 

with her new-found influence, she asked 

the production company to include a 
trainee scheme on the show, so that there would 
be disabled people on set to learn and gain expe- 
rience. “I’m never a person to shut the door 
behind me,’ she says. “I’m so grateful I’m allowed 
to live my dream, but I’m aware I’m usually the 
sole disabled person on a TV show, so if I have 
the power to bring people up with me, I will.” 

She’s also writing and starring in her first 
sitcom for Channel 4, so while she’s busy smash- 
ing glass ceilings, I wonder if she fancies another 
first - appearing on Strictly Come Dancing, 
already known for having a diverse set of 
contestants, including amputee Paralympian 
Jody Cundy and deaf actress Rose Ayling-Ellis. 
“I really would,” says Jones, “but it’s working 

out in what way. I don’t want to be patronised. 
I would never get a ten, but it’s working out how 
it could work for me.” She pauses, with that 
cheeky glint in her eye. “But trust me - I’ve got 
rhythm.’ EMMA Cox 
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VIVIDLY REMEMBER THE moment the 

scrapbook chronicling Nicholas Winton’s 

incredible work, saving 669 children 

from the Holocaust, arrived in the That’s 

Life! production office. He had kept very 

quiet about his extraordinary rescue 
operation - bringing children on trains from 
Prague to Britain on the brink of the Second 
World War - for almost 50 years, not even 
discussing it with his beloved wife until they 
found the scrapbook while decluttering their 
loft. She realised how crucial the documents 
would be to those children, so they contacted 
That’s Life! to help trace them. 

Turning the pages of the album, seeing photo- 
graphs of the children Nicky (as I came to call 
him) had saved and their names - including, 
alas, the children who didn’t survive because 
they had been taken off the last train when war 
was declared in 1939 - was incredibly poignant. 

Nicky had seen the terrible living conditions 
of the refugees, most of them Jewish, while on 
holiday in Prague. Realising it would only be a 
matter of time before the Nazis invaded Czecho- 
slovakia, he organised - with a tiny team includ- 
ing his mother - British families to foster chil- 
dren and trains to carry them to safety. 

Our first step was to ring Nicky himself, but 
when I congratulated him on his extraordinary 
achievement, he just said, bleakly, “Not enough.” 
I was devastated that he felt he had failed. I 
wanted to prove to this extraordinary man that 
every life he had saved was precious. And of 
course he had saved many, many precious lives. 
It has been estimated that now 6,000 people 
owe their very existence to Nicholas Winton. 
The Jewish children Nicky rescued were almost 
the only ones in Czechoslovakia to survive the 
Holocaust. 

Katinka Blackford, one of our researchers, 
began investigating. She found three of the chil- 
dren, now adults, who had no idea how they had 
been rescued. When we invited Nicky to our 
studio we didn’t tell him that Vera and Milena 
would sit either side of him in the audience. It 
was almost unbearably moving as they turned to 
him to thank him for their lives. That was the 


only time in my career when I had to stop 
recording to wipe away my tears. Afterwards, we 


were contacted by dozens of viewers who —_

realised for the first time who had saved 
them from certain death. 

In our next episode, I asked all those 
who owed their lives to him to stand, 
and Nicky, whom we had seated on 
the front row, turned to see the 
whole ground floor of the Tele- 
vision Theatre on their feet.

them many times myself, and each time find 
myself deeply moved. So many of those children 
grew up to achieve so much. Their courage, and 
the courage of their parents in sending them 
away to an unknown future, is extraordinary. 

I created both programmes to surprise Nicky, 
hoping that would convince him that he hadn't 
failed. And meeting “Winton’s Children’, as 
those he saved called themselves, gave Nicky 
enormous pleasure for the rest of his life. He and 
I stayed in touch, having lunch regularly. He 
always said he wished humanity would learn the 

lessons of history. As true today as ever. 

On his 90th birthday — he died aged 106 
in 2015 - he told me he'd made a resolu- 

tion never to turn down an invitation to 

try something new. So when he turned 
100, one of “Winton’s Grandchildren” - 
the pilot daughter of a boy he had saved 
- took Nicky up in her microlite. He 
said the wind was very draughty up 
his trouser legs.

Looking back, I can’t 
remember being affected 
by antisemitism during 
my career. Although I do 
remember in the 1980s 
attending a charity event, 
and being given a lift by a 
member of the House of 
Lords and his wife in 
their stretch limo. As I 
sat down, she said to me, 
“What do you think of our Jew Canoe?” I was 
speechless, so she repeated it. I still couldn’t 
think of an answer. As it happens, I don’t know 
any Jew who travels in a stretch limo. But then 
I don’t know anyone who owns a canoe, either. 
Although I owe a great deal to my Jewish 
background, I’m an agnostic now and I envy 
those with faith. However, it does worry me that 
when a Jewish word is used on the BBC it’s often 
mispronounced. For instance, Rosh Hashanah, 
the Jewish Holy Day, was pronounced wrongly 
recently. There aren’t enough Jews in produc- 
tion teams, perhaps, or in the Pronunciation 
Unit. If there still is a BBC Pronunciation Unit. 


VERYTHING CHANGES, AND the broad- 
casting landscape has changed 
immensely since I started out in the 
industry. My earliest appearance on TV 
was in a debate on whether women can read the 
news. I was for it. Where would the news be 
today without the brilliant women newsreaders? 

However, even today, older women are still 
invisible on television. And it’s not just men who 
dump them. Women themselves are just as 
much to blame for discriminating against wrin- 
kles. Just look at all the Botox and fillers women 
on screen have to invest in. If she’s over 60 and 
presents a show, which is rare enough, what 
woman on TV these days is allowed to look her 
age? Only Professor Dame Mary Beard? 

I blame myself, too. Once upon a time, I was 
on the cover of Radio Times (actually more than 
once, pardon my boasting). And there I was, 
back in 1988, dressed in a white satin suit, look- 
ing absolutely beautiful. Not because of 
what nature had given me, but because of the 
glorious retouching. Some kind person enlarged 
my eyes, shrank my teeth, smoothed my skin; >

<J you name it, they’d improved it. Unfortu- 
nately, years later, when I was giving a Ted Talk 
and put that picture on the screen, it was greeted 
with hoots of laughter. So rude! 

I’ve said that if I had embarked on my career 
a few generations later, I might not have been 
successful because I wasn’t nearly pretty enough. 
Today, the expectation to look a certain way - 
tall, skinny, streaky blonde - is improving. The 
fact that Alison Hammond is flavour of the 
month proves that talent and personality can 
prevail. And Claudia Winkleman’s fringe does its 
bit for emancipation, too. 

Looking back, I have had moments of regret 
— for instance, turning down the opportunity to 
become the BBC’s first woman channel control- 
ler in the 1980s. But when it was offered, I had 
a very long conversation with my late husband, 
Desmond Wilcox, and he thought what I really 
found most rewarding was getting involved with 
the stories we told on That's Life!, and following 
them through. Being a controller would mean 
delegating that to other people - commissioning 
programmes, but not making them. And of 
course I was working very hard for Childline, 
too, which I might have had to give up. 


o, I wENT to see Bill Cotton, managing 

director of BBC Television, who had 

suggested me for the job, with two letters 

in my handbag - one accepting the job, 
one thanking him but declining it. Until the 
moment came, I had no idea which letter 
I would pull out to give him. 

In the end I chose thanks, but no thanks. 
Since then I have sometimes felt like an awful 
wimp. But in the next series of That’s Life! we 
investigated a boarding school owned by a 
paedophile who employed paedophile staff, 
and because of our report the teachers were 
arrested, convicted and sent to prison and the 
school was closed down. So good did come out 
of my wimpiness. 

That's Life!, which aired on the BBC for 21 
years from 1973 to 1994, showed just how 
powerful television can be. Among our 
campaigns, we launched Childline, transformed 
children’s playgrounds and told the story of Ben 
Hardwick who became the first British child to 
receive a life-saving liver transplant after we 
reported that, without it, he had only a couple of 
weeks to live. As one of the few wives and 
mothers who were also producers, 

I often found myself dealing with 
subjects involving children. But 
there’s still much to be done. 

It’s 37 years since we launched 
Childline (my daughter, Rebecca 
Wilcox, is training to be a volunteer 
Childline counsellor and finding it 
incredibly rewarding), but from the 
problems today’s children tell 
Childline about, I’m still hugely 
concerned about their welfare. 
There is an epidemic of eating disor- 
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ders, of self-harm, of mental health issues afflict- 
ing our young people. Why are British children 
so much more unhappy, less healthy, than chil- 
dren in other countries? For the sake of our 
future, things need to change. 

Social media giants need to take much more 
responsibility for the content young people can 
access. Parents need far more support than they 
get. Bring back Sure Start centres for pre-school 
children. Don’t assume children evolved to 
spend eight hours a day sitting facing forward at 
little desks having their heads stuffed with facts

— give them the play and adventure they need to 
grow and learn. If That's Life! were on the air at 
the moment, our viewers would demand that we 
campaign on their children’s behalf. 

Why were we so influential in our time? We 
had two amazing weapons. One was the trust 
the public placed in us (I hope we lived up to it);

million viewers at our peak, which meant the 
decision-makers, including prime ministers, 
watched us because they knew everyone else 
did. It’s much harder to have the same influence 
when audiences are fragmented and so much 
smaller, although the ITV drama Mr Bates vs the 
Post Office shows it can still be done. The reveal- 
ing Channel 4 series Jo 
Catch a Copper, in which 
the brave Chief Consta- 
ble in Avon and Somer- 
set has given a film crew 

access to the unit that 
investigates possible 
police misconduct, is 

another series that I 

hope creates change.

People often ask people like me who are stag- 
gering towards the finishing post how, and if, 
I would like to be remembered? My answer is, 
with love and laughter, that would be wonderful. 

And to the follow-up question, is there 
anything I’m proud of? That’s more difficult, 
because in everything I’ve done and worked for, 
I’ve had an amazing team to support and inspire 
me, so I really can’t claim the credit. But I admit 
I am very proud of my scrambled eggs.

Pragmatism and points mean 
more than flamboyant failure, 
says Simon Barnes 


ENGLAND BEGAN THE Six 
Nations tournament by telling 
us they were going to enter- 
tain the world, but this week- 
end they head for Scotland 
and I have a sneaky feeling 
that they’re not going to play 
like the Harlem Globetrotters. 

England went through traumas last year: 
losing to Fiji, being booed by a sparse Twicken- 
ham crowd, and enduring a 53-10 beating at 
home to France. Now they have announced a 
relaunch, but unambiguous signs of recovery 
have been few and far between. 

So far in this year’s Six Nations, England have 
come from behind twice, beating Italy in Rome 
and Wales at Twickenham. In the latter match 
they showed that there is more to pleasing spec- 
tators than simply playing Hey Jude at a million 
decibels during injury breaks.

England began the match by trying a few 
passes out wide, but they won it by going back to 
the old risk-averse kicking game. Pundit Matt 
Dawson, part of England’s World Cup-winning 
side of 2003, said, “I don’t think any players of 
my generation ever aspired to be an England 
player to entertain the nation. It was about 
winning games.” 

The truth is, sporting excellence — as embod- 
ied by that 2003 side - isn’t always entertaining. 
But it is invariably enthralling. And when 
England were down to 13 men against Wales 
and scored a try, we had one of those moments 
you watch sport for. Ben Earl charged out from 
the back of a scrum under the posts and burst 
through five Welsh players to touch down. 

Scotland have beaten England on the past 
three occasions and Earl has been talking about 
the need to “right some wrongs”. But it’s Scot- 
land who go into Saturday’s match with a sense 
of grievance. They thought they had a winning 


try against France in the most recent round of 
the Six Nations, but it wasn’t given. 

And if we're going to talk about England’s 
risk-averse kicking game, it’s only fair to spare 
some admiration for Scotland’s fly half Finn 
Russell. He was frustrated by his team’s reluc- 
tance to listen to him during the first match 
of the championship, when they came close 
to blowing a 27-point lead. But Scotland 
tend to find something extra when it’s 
England. Perhaps it’s the weekend 
to bring out the Glenmorangie. 


ARLIER ON SATURDAY, 

Wales are up against 

Ireland, who have been the 
team to watch this season. Jack 
Crowley has taken over from the 
sainted Johnny Sexton at fly half 
and is doing a damn good 
job. Ireland beat France 
in Marseille in what , 
already looks like the 
match of the tourna- 
ment. (Which begs the question, “So why 
did they schedule it first?”) 

Ireland are on course to become the first 
team to complete successive Six Nations 
grand slams. Wales go to Dublin to try to 
stop them but, well, make mine a Guin- 
ness. Ireland showed their defensive 
skills when they beat Italy 36-0.

The fact is that five of the six nations went into 
this tournament fresh from a disappointing 
World Cup. The exception is England, who were 
beaten narrowly by South Africa, having reached 
the semi-finals by way of the softest draw imagi- 
nable — but it was a result that failed to heal the 
harms done earlier. We really have six 

relaunches, but England are making a 
parade of theirs. 
There are good reasons for a more 
expansive game plan, with more 
passes to bring in the wingers, or 
attempts to beat a man rather 
than run into contact or keep 
kicking the ball to the opposi- 
tion. Entertaining the crowd 
isn’t one of them. The point is 
that purposeful, imaginative play 
opens up the opposition. 

When the England of 2003 gave 

the ball to Jason Robinson for 
another twinkling run, they 
weren't thinking about entertain- 
ment. Robinson's running was the 
difference between victory and 
defeat. It was pure sporting excel- 
lence — and that, believe it not, is what 

sporting people watch sport for.

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THE NEWS HAS sent shockwaves through- 
out the audio industry. There were senior 
insiders at the BBC who knew nothing about a 
plan that could have seismic repercussions for 
both themselves and those working in the 
commercial sector. And the commercial sector's 
reaction has been one of alarm and dismay. 

We're talking about the announcement earlier 
this month of a BBC proposal to create four new 
DAB+ music stations, an expansion that would 
be the biggest of its kind from the BBC since a 
slew of new services hit the airwaves in the early 
2000s - Radio 4 Extra, 6 Music, Radio 1Xtra 
and the Asian Network, all of them additions to 
the 5 Live station that had come into existence 
the previous decade. 

News of the add-on stations to Radios 1, 2 and 
3 - their names not yet known and which are 
likely to launch in 2025 at the earliest - arrives 
at a time when radio is already in the midst of a 
revolution. BBC Sounds is providing on-demand 
content on a scale unimaginable a generation 
ago. Over the same time period, podcasting has 
grown into a global industry worth tens of 
billions, comprising an ever-changing menu of 
thousands of titles. 

Factor in Spotify, YouTube, Apple and other 
music streaming services and the listening 
battleground has never been so fiercely fought 
over. What BBC radio now wants to do ramps 
things up to a level that, in their own eyes, repre- 
sents a further and thrilling enrichment of the 
listening experience, but in others’ represents a 
threat to livelihoods and a grave diminution of 
what non-BBC radio can offer. 

Is the BBC using its licence-fee-funded might 
to bully commercial rivals into submission? Or 
are the new services not only justified, but fulfill- 
ing the BBC’s remit to serve the entire nation? 
The question is worthy of The Moral Maze itself.

THE BBC:

Radio 2 has lost its biggest stars in recent years. As 
millions of listeners head.to.commercial channels, can the 
corporation get them back with a golden oldies channel? ~ 


ture of Ken Bruce from Radio 2 to Greatest 
Hits Radio last year encapsulated the way 
the tide has been turning. In a matter of 
months, the 2.2 million listenership that 
the Bruce slot commanded when he arrived 
at Greatest Hits had shot up to 3.8 
million. According to the same Janu- 
ary listening figures, Vernon Kay — 
Bruce’s successor in the Radio 2 
mid-morning weekday slot - 
has 1.5 million fewer listeners 
than his predecessor. 

BBC radio - once the 
hugely dominant player in 


the market — now only accounts for 43 per cent 
of all time spent listening to the radio, while 
commercial stations account for 55 per cent of 
listening hours. From the BBC’s point of view, 
something has to be done. 

“It’s definitely a way of fighting decline,” one 
senior BBC radio figure says. “It’s parking tanks 
on commercial radio’s lawn. But then again 
there is truth in talking about difference and 
offering more choice, more niche services and a 
focused attempt to reach a particular part of the 
audience with particular tastes.” 

The Radio 2 extension will offer what the BBC 
is calling “a distinctive take on pop nostalgia’,

but how different will it be from stations like 
Greatest Hits (owned by Bauer), Heart (Global) 
and the independent Boom Radio? Radio 2’s 
move to try to embrace a younger audience has 
been a gift to those stations, but they believe 
they will be affected once a Radio 2 extension 
starts going down a similar road with a menu of 
pop favourites from the 50s to the 70s. 

Boom Radio - with presenters such as 70s-era 
stalwarts David Hamilton and Graham Dene - 
has tripled its audience since it was founded 
three years ago, with around three quarters of a 
million weekly listeners, and has itself just 
launched a new spin-off, Boom Rock. “We are 
puzzled by this potential move by the BBC,” says 
Phil Riley, co-founder of Boom Radio. “Given 
the recent trend, which has seen BBC Radio 2 
losing older listeners in their thousands, it 
smacks somewhat of panic.”

At Radiocentre - the industry body for 
commercial radio - the concern is marked. “This 
strikes at the heart of what our members are,” a 
senior Radiocentre figure says. 

Responding to Riley’s concerns, Lorna Clarke 
told Radio 4’s The Media Show: “There's room 
for everyone, and what we do will be completely 
different.” As an example of the wealth of 
material available in the BBC archive, she cited 
Elton John, a performer whose work has been 
recorded by the BBC going back 50 years. She 
denied that Radio 2 was going after Boom 
Radio’s audience. “Seven million of Radio 2’s 
listeners are over 55.” 


HE QUESTION OF where the money will 
| come from to fund the new stations has 
added piquancy given the cuts to local 
radio that the BBC has made over the past year 
or so. One BBC insider expects a lot of automa- 
tion — in other words the content on the new 
stations will be largely pre-recorded, which is 
much less expensive than broadcasting live. 

Within a week of the announcement of the 
new stations came the news of the death of long- 
time Radio 2 presenter Steve Wright. His 
Sunday Love Songs programme was due to be 
one of those simulcast on the Radio 2 extension 
— an instance of more “traditional” Radio 2 
broadcasting, which the new station will sadly 
no longer have available to it. 

The plans are subject to the relevant regula- 
tory approvals and ultimately it will be for 
Ofcom to decide if the proposed changes can go 
ahead. Something watered down cannot be 
ruled out. But whatever happens, one thing is 
clear: the BBC is in a fight for its future and it’s 
coming out swinging.

T'S HARD TO know what to call Alice 
Roberts. She’s an academic, author, archae- 
ologist, palaeontologist, presenter of 
everything from BBC2’s Digging for Brit- 
ain to Sky’s Royal Autopsy. And when I ask 
how she describes herself, it doesn’t get a 
great deal simpler: “I’m a biological anthropolo- 
gist, a clinical anatomist and my background is 
” “Can I just call you ‘the cave 


in medicine. 
woman’?” I ask. “I hate the term caveman!” she 
says. “Our prehistoric ancestors mostly lived in 
tents and other shelters.” 

“Basically, I’m interested in bones,” she says, 
throwing me one at last. That certainly explains 
her latest book, Crypt (subtitled Life, death and 
disease in the Middle Ages and Beyond), but 
does dramatically undersell the full breadth of 
her CV, which encompasses her current official 
title of Professor of Public Engagement in 
Science at Birmingham University, and her very 
unofficial one of “archbishop of atheism”. 

“I was president of Humanists UK for four 
years,” she says. “They do brilliant work — around 
assisted dying, for example, and lobbying for 
evolution to be in the primary school curricu- 
lum. It’s strange: I was brought up in quite a 
religious household, then left that behind when

I was studying sciences — but it wasn’t till I met 
[physicist and presenter of Radio 4’s The Life 
Scientific] Jim Al-Khalili, at a science confer- 
ence, that he taught me what I am. A lot of 
people have a humanist outlook without neces- 
sarily using that label: it’s just a natural philoso- 
phy, using rational enquiry to understand the 
world, and combining that approach with 
empathy as a base for living your life.” 

That may not sound too controversial a 
credo, but Roberts “met with an absolute 
definite no” when she asked if she could 
present R4’s religious Thought for the 
Day slot as a humanist, during her 
presidency of the society. She’s still 
indignant: “Excluding non-religious 
voices sends out a message that they 
don’t have an ethical perspective that’s 
worth listening to, and that’s quite 
damaging.” She believes the BBC 
should reflect the fact that today “less 
than half the population is religious”. 

As an advocate for the scientific 
method, she certainly makes it sound 
sexier than when most of us encoun- 
tered it at school. Her discoveries docu- 
mented in Crypt take place both in hi-tech 
labs with advanced techniques for DNA 
capture from crumbling bones, and in what

she calls “dirt-under-the- 
fingernails” digs in the 
Plague cemeteries of under- 
ground England. 

There’s nothing dry or 
dusty about the science, 
either. Roberts coaxes incred- 
ible stories from the skeletons 
of the Mary Rose, sunk in 
1545; from the remains of a 
noblewoman willingly walled 
up for life in a stone cell in York in 1448; and 
from a handful of bones in Hampshire “that 
suggest the Plague may be much more ancient 
than the Black Death”. 


ESPITE THE EXTREME age of some of the 

subjects, contemporary parallels are 

never far below the surface in Crypt. 

There are pandemics from China, battles 
between Church and State - and the St Brice’s 
Day Massacre. “That’s a horrendous episode,” 
explains Roberts, for the benefit of those unfa- 
miliar with l1th-century history. “King Ethelred 
the Unready unleashed this tide of ethnic 
violence against the Danes who had settled in 
communities in England, and it shows the terri- 
ble power of words to incite violence.” 

Before we finish, there’s another matter she 
wishes to discuss. “I’m still cross with Radio 
Times, she says. “I won a Blue Peter competition 
when I was 14, to design a cover for the maga- 
zine, and it didn’t end up being the actual cover.

In 
real life, warrior Tokugawa Ieyasu (the basis for 
the series’ Yoshi Toranaga) met the army of his 
opponent Ishida Mitsunari on the Sekigahara 
plain in Gifu on 21 October 1600. Today military 
enthusiasts can discover what happened between 
them in a museum on the very site (sekigahara. 
pref.gifu.lg.jp). Explore the landscapes by foot or 
hired bike, then extend your exploration trek- 
king a stretch of the Nakasendo Way, the old 
thoroughfare connecting Tokyo and Kyoto.

While one of Japan’s most famed landscape 
gardens didn’t open to the public until 1871, 
the 25-acre Kenroku-en (www.pref.ishikawa.jp) 
has its origins in the early 17th century when it 
was developed by the daimyo lords of the Maeda 
clan. Set in the shadow of a castle in the 
400-year-old town of Kanazawa, it draws visi- 
tors for its bridges and teahouse, water features 
and - from mid-February to mid-March - 
sublime plum blossoms. 

While in Kanazawa, also visit the Ninjadera 
temple, littered with ancient secret doors and 
passages; and Nagamachi, one of the best- 
preserved samurai districts in the country, now 
home to great restaurants and craft shops. 


Tokugawa Ieyasu - the warlord on whom 
Shogun’s Yoshi Toranaga is based — has his final 
resting place in one of the most spectacular 
mausoleums in Japan: Toshogu shrine. Squir- 
relled away in the pretty mountain town of 
Nikko, north of Tokyo, the Unesco World 
Heritage site contains 55 buildings dripping in 
elaborate wood carvings and paintwork, and 
cloaked in mature forest. Tour the grounds - 
keeping eyes peeled for the famed Three Wise 
Monkeys (who see, speak and hear no evil) - 
and pass by the holy central shrine, home to 
Ieyasu’s spirit. Afterwards, visit the 100m- 
high Kegon waterfall or unwind in one of 
Nikko’s many onsen (hot springs) resorts. 


In Shogun, English navigator John Blackthorne 
is shipwrecked off the Izu Peninsula 
near Tokyo. In reality, Blackthorne’s model — 
William Adams - and his crew were 
». wrecked off Kyushu in April 1600. Today 
Kyushu, Japan’s southerly main island, 
fascinates not only for its history of 
samurai battles (around Kumamoto 
Castle) or cultural melting-pot 
capital, Nagasaki (once the hub for 
international trade relations). It’s 
worth a visit for its remarkable land- 
scapes that feel like they have been 
lifted from a bygone era. Don’t miss 
Mount Aso, Japan’s largest active volcano, 
or the tropical forests of Kagoshima.

STATE PENSION: 
WHAT YOU GET 


Pensioners over 80 receive an extra 2op a week! 
But some will get more, says Paul Lewis 


ADIO TIMES READER 
Delia emailed me in 
order to get something 
off her chest: “I turned 
80 at the end of 
September last year and received 
an age-related rise to my pension of 
25p per week. This is an insult. ’'m 
writing to you to let off steam.” 
Everyone on the state pension 
receives this “birthday present” of 
an extra 25p a week when they 
reach 80 - but it’s now worth so 
little you’d need to save it up for 
three weeks to buy a second-class 
stamp! (In 1971, when the addition 
was introduced, the state pension 
was only £6 a week. So 25p, while 
not generous, was the equivalent 
today of £6.50 on top of the current 
basic pension of £156.20 a week.) 
Delia thinks it would be better 
to scrap what she calls “this 
paltry sum”. But it costs around 
£47 million a year to give it to the 
3.6 million state pensioners over 
80, and I can see the headlines now 
if the Government tried to take it 
away! However, I don’t imagine 
they'll be raising it to £6.50 either 
(at a cost of over £1 billion a year). 
Not least because it’s a problem 
that will eventually go away: the 
25p addition will not be paid with 
the new state pension when the 
first people who get that reach 80. 
Meanwhile, there's a much bigger 
bonus for some people aged 80 or 
more. If they don’t get a state 


pension, or they get one which is 
currently below £93.60 a week, 
they can get their pension boosted 
to that amount. Everyone aged 80 
or more is entitled to this pension 
- called Category D - regardless of 
how many National Insurance 
Contributions they have paid or 
their other income. 

It is given solely because of their 
age and a basic residence test. 
Around 84,500 people get one,

but the Department for Work and 
Pensions has admitted it has 
failed in the past to give this top-up 
automatically to people on low or 
no pension when they reach 80. 

So it’s well worth claiming if 
you're aged 80 or more and your 
basic state pension is less than 
£93.60 a week or you get no state 
pension at all.

What's the view from your sofa? 

Here in Vegas in front of the sofa 
is my son’s table, which is full of toys.

What have you enjoyed watching on TV?
